Amelia Earhart Saves Lives

BILENE, Tex., June 12— (UP)— 
Amelia Earhart Putnam, ocean 
flier, escaped unhurt here to­ 
day when her autogiro crashed in 
taking off for Dallas. 
The 
autogiro 
had 
reached a 
height of 30 feet when Mrs. Put­ 
nam said a slight air eddy caused 
the machine to veer toward the 
crowd which had gathered to see 
her take off, 
To avoid Injury to spectators she 
forced tho machine to the ground 
a t once, damaging the rotors and 
bending the propeller. 
She plan­ 
ned to have the plane repaired here 
and hoped to proceed to Dallas and 
F ort W orth in three or four days. 
"Landing didn’t 
#even Jar us," 
m id Mrs. Putnam after the crash. 
“If it had been any other plane 
titan an autogiro we m ight not be 
here now. 
As it was we weren’t 
even shaken up. 
“W e could have made it all right 
if it h a d n ’t been for the crowd. We 
m ight have 
anyway, 
but I was 
afraid a child might run out, or we 
m ight hit a car." 
Mrs. Putnam landed In the only 
cleared space, a cirle about KO feet 
In diameter, between a crowd along

H er m echanic 
was w ith her in the ship. 
The combination of thin air, re­ 
sulting from the extreme heat and

I York, suggested to the graduating class of that 
institution that they would confer no greater 
U benefit upon society at the present time than 
to continue their studies a while longer rather 
than seek a livelihood in these days of depres­ 
sion when so many are out of a job. 
On the surface, that seems like sound ad­ 
vice; but the more we look at h the more we 
begin to raise questions. 
Many of those who 
are graduating from our college* are men and 
women grown. 
Thus far in life they have been 
a total financial liability' to their parents and to 
themselves. 
It is difficult to imagine the pri­ 
vations endured by many who receive their 
diplomas at this season, and the sacrifices that 
have been made 
by parents during the long 
years of study. 
To tell them that they must 
continue their studies when their money is 
gone and debts have been piled up is a counsel 
of perfection which will be discouraging to 
those who imagined they were on the threshold 
of life’s work. 
The counsel might well be heeded by those 
who are rich; but we would hardly expect that 
the poor and impecunious student would wel­ 
come it, unless, perhaps, the colleges would be 
willing to assume their support, which most of 
them art not able to 
do. 
It is a trying time 
for graduates, but most of them 
might as well
